Man by nature is a praying being. He is al- 
ways found praying, whether on the banks 
of the Ganges, kneeling toward Mecca, bow- 
ing before idols, or in Christian lands. That 

rson who does not develop the prayer ha- 

it opposes the supreme law of his being. 

Paul says, “I will pray with the spirit.” 
Prayer. is not sentiment; it is science. It 
operates according to certain fixed laws. 
Comply with the conditions and definite re- 
sults will be experienced. Paul revea!s the 
secret. The life and creative power of the 

rayer is in the spiritual contact established 
etween God and man. 

All causes proceed from the spiritual. All 
forms 
physical world are but outer effects of inner 
spiritual causes. True prayer centers the 
consciousness in the realm of cause. To ad- 
just causes in the spirit is to automatically 
adjust effects in the physical. 

Paul says, “and I will pray with the un- 
derstanding also.” The prayer, originating 
in the unseen, may be clothed with the spok- 
en word. But there is a vast difference be- 
tween talking and praying. It is one thing 
to talk; it is quite another thing to pray. 
The religious leaders in the day of Jesus 
knew how to talk. They stood in public 
places and uttered eloquent prayers to be 
heard of men; and they crucified the Son of 
God. Their words were empty. The proph- 
ets of Baal talked; Elijah prayed and “the 
fire of the Lord fell, and licked up the wa- 
ter.” One may speak words and yet fail to 
enter those silent places where the spirit 
of man communes with the spirit of God. 

Men, informed in the natural sciences, ask 
— Why pray?” Prayer, they say, is all 
right for the widows and orphans, but it is 
only a sentimental action of the mind. Asa 
miracle working force it cannot be acknow- 
ledged. To think of prayer changing an ele- 


ment in chemistry, or a law in biology is - 


absurd. 

In Cana of Galilee. we are reminded, that 
Jesus changed the chemistry of water irto 
the chemistry of wine. This is denied on the 
grounds that such a feat would oppose na- 
tural law. Water is H 2 O — hydrogen 
and oxygen. Where is there a chemist who 
can tell what these two gases are made of? 
To say that hydrogen is hydrogen does not 
explain what’ this gas is composed of. To 
trace chemical elements into their root 
cause, is to take them into the unseen —- the 
mundane spirit of nature. Prayer puts the 
soul of man in the realm of the cause, the 
spiritual laboratory, where chemical ele- 
ments are made. “God is a Spirit” and as 
such creates the spiritual forces out of 


forces, laws and substances in the: 


which physical substances are made. “If he 
gather unto himself his spirit and his breath; 
all flesh shall perish together.” 

In the days of His flesh, Jesus controlled 
storms, commanded elements, healed diseas- 
es, cast out devils and did many mighty 
works which seemed to be directly out of 
harmony with natural law. On the Mount 
of Ascension, He overcame gravity. 

True prayer does not oppose natural law; 
it simply transcends the laws of nature and 
manifests a power superior.to that known to 
finite man. The natural world is plastic and 
subservient to the powerful creative forces 
of the spiritual world. Because of the ab- 
normal condition of our earth, the normal 
manifestation of God upon it produces a mi- 
raculous result. What we call a miracle is 
God’s normal method of operation. In the 
material world there are no miracles, but 
“all things are possible with God.” In pray- 
er we are dealing with the God who made 
natural law. “Pray with the spirit.” 

“Not by might, nor by power, but by my 
spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” Who would 
limit God? Is His arm shortened? Ac 
cording to His sovereign will, can He not 
heal bodies as well as souls? God needs on- 
ly a consecrated instrument through which 
to accomplish His holy purposes. 

Moody was a chaplain during the Civil 
War. One day after a terrible battle he was 
crossing a battle field. He stopped to 
straighten out the limbs of a dying boy. He 
moistened his lips with water from his can- 
teen. The boy revived and said, “Chaplain, 
1 think vou-could read to me.” “What shall 
I read?” asked Moody. “Sir,” said the boy, 
“put vour hand in my pocket and pull out 
my little Testament. and read. please, the 
fourteenth chapter of John.” Moody read to 
the twenty-seventh verse — “Peace I leave 
with vou, my veace I give unto you.” Then, 
Moody prayed. Opening his eyes, the boy 
said, “Chaplain, I have that peace.” In a 
moment his eyes were closed and his heart 
was still. 

Prayer changes things. While in the flesh, 
Jesus prayed constantly. If He needed to 
vray. how much more ought we mortals to 
pray!

Atheists smile upon the modernistic for- 
ces now at work in the evangelical denomi- 
nations, and say, “Keep up the good work, 
you modernist preachers and teachers; you 
are on the right track; it is only one step 
from modernism to atheism.” 

With delight, they view our school system 
and observe that Evolution is being taught 
even to little children in grade schools and 
in practically all high schools. They rejoice 
that Evolution is the foundation of modern 
learning in practically all colleges and uni- 
versities. They know that Evolution ap- 
pears in the textbooks authorized by practi- 
cally every state in the Union. 

What a joy for them to realize that the 
prophecy of Bob Ingersoll — “Darwin has 
furnished the rope with which Christianity 
will some day hang” — is coming true in the 
lives of multitudes! 

The atheists say, “Keep Evolution in the 
school a few years longer, and the NO GOD 
CONSCIOUSNESS will take complete pos- 
session of the American people.” 

How pleasing to atheists to realize that 
the very philosophy which they most earn- 
estly desire to see propogated, is being 
taught everywhere at the expense of the 
taxpayers! They feast upon the thought 
that, one by one, denominational schols and 
seminaries, publishing houses, religious ma- 
gazines and commanding pulpits, are being 
delivered into the hands of the modernists. 
They know that already the dagger has been 
pressed against the heart of almost every 
denomination. The loss of religious fervor 
and the evangelistic spirit is viewed with 
silent delight. 

If Christianity and Evolution are such 
good friends, as modernist preachers and 
professors say, perhaps some one wili ex- 
plain how it is that every atheist advocates 
the Theory. ATHEISTS DEFEND IT BE-

Modernist preachers 
and the atheists are working hand-in-hand, 
Not a few preachers are saying from pulpits 
today the very things Bob Ingersoll advo- 
cated from the public rostrum.

Energized by the breath of the Pit, the 
emissaries of atheism are laying the ax at 
the root of our civilization. Carrying Evo- 
lution to its inevitable end. they are apply- 
ing the animalistic principle in the solution 
of moral problems. The very forces that re- 
duced Sodom and Gomorrah to ashes are 
working in the soul of America. 

With the present religious lapse there is 
appearing a corresponding moral decay. Bil- 
lows of immorality are sweeping our land 
like waves over the ocean. We view it on 
the stage and the screen, at magazine stands 
and in the press, in women’s dress and mod- 
ern fashions, in the slums and high society, 
—everywhere, animalism, animalism, anima- 
lism. What cement is to the building, mora- 
lity is to our national structure. “If the 
foundations be destroyed, what can the 
righteous do?” 

There is, according to press reports and 
concensus of popular opinion, an impossible 
familiarity existing between the sexes, the 





like of which has not been known since the 
destruction of the wicked civilization of No- 
ah’s Day. Unless broken altars are erected; 
unless Christians are stimulated to action; 
unless God speaks, modern civilization is 
doomed! There is reason for alarm. Let 
America go to “sack-cloth and ashes” like 
Nineveh of old! 

Perhaps the most hideous and putrid ex- 
pression of the present animalistic psychol- 
ogy, yet observed, is to be found in the wide 
spread publicity being given to “Companion- 
ate Marriage.” Reckoning with humans as 
though there were beasts, modern “‘advanced 
learning” is advocating the most impossible 
standards of morality. Having disposed of 
the Ten Commandments, a new code is being 
substituted. No nation can long survive 
when it forsakes the simple pronouncements 
of Sinai. 

In Kansas there is a publisher of maga- 
zines and books who seems to be a good bus- 
iness man. Unlimited publicity has been at- 
tached to his name of late by newspapers. 
In this article, not wishing to aid in his ad- 
vertising scheme, we will NOT mention his 
name. This seller of infidelic literature, and 
his wife, are ardent exponents of “Compan- 
ionate Marriage.” Strange enough, this 
man, in his magazines, preaches many of the 
very doctrines which have laid Russia low 
during the last ten years. He is a zealot 
for the spread of Evolution. 


Late in November these people shocked 
the nation with the bold announcement that 
they were giving their eighteen year old 
high school daughter to a Kansas University 
student in “Companionate Marriage.” The 
ceremony was performed by a Unitarian 
preacher in Kansas City. After a brief hon- 
eymoon, the young lady returned to her 
home to continue her high school education. 
She retained her maiden name. The boy 
went back to the University. A press re- 
port says that before the girl left “on her 
honeymoon” she intimated “that the mar- 
riage PROBABLY would be permanent.” 

A Baptist minister was quoted in the Kan- 
sas City Times as saying, “The marriage 
should not have been recognized by law, nor 
sanctioned by society. It is unthinkable that 
any father, except an atheist, would irdorse 
such a relation for his daughter.” The Uni- 
tarian who performed the ceremony defend- 
ed “Companionate Marriage” as a “civilized 
and humanizing condition.” 

Simultaneous with his daughter’s “Com- 
panionate Marriage”, the father announced 
that he was going to marry the girl’s mother 
over again. His reason is as follows: “I was 
married by a Presbyterian minister who 
brought in the Holy Ghost. The Holy Ghost 
has nothing to do with my marriage. It is 
a marriage in the name of love and the rea- 
listic images of life which grow out of that. 
I have brooded over our archaic marriage 
ceremony all these years. I was made very 
unhappy by it. I determined to free myself 
from the gloom of the mediaeval ceremony.” 
He then bought a new wedding ring.” 

Judge Ben B. Lindsey, father of the “Com- 
panionate Marriage” idea, was delighted ov- 
er the Kansas marriage. He said, “Com- 
panionate Marriage is here to stay in spite 
of narrow, church-bound bigots who oppose 
it. It is not new; biologists and physiolo- 
gists were advocating it before I took it 
up... . It will bring sweeping social and 
legislative changes to this country within 
the next few decades for it contemplates 
birth control which is now forbidden.” 

Birth control is the corner stone of “Com- 
panionate Marriage.” Instead of trusting 
God’s creative forethought, it advocates the 
taking of life constantly before conception. 
Young women must be taught scientific me- 
thods of destruction, in order to make the 
plan work. 

Thus. the “Companionate Marriage” sys- 
tem, when carried out, would sanction these 
practices by law. Restraint would be re- 
moved, and free-love would be the inevitable 
result. In other words, America would be 
swamped by legalized prostitution. What 


was once looked upon as immoral and con- 
fined to restricted sections of large cities 
would thus be justified by law and brought 
into homes everywhere. Legalized licentious- 
ness would be rampant. The sanctity of 
home and the purity of wedlock would be de- 
stroyed. The home is the bulwark of a na- 
tion; break it down and all is lost. 

Conditions are bad enough as they are 
without pouring oil upon the flames. Lind- 
sey’s “discovery” is a monstrous blunder. 
His “new knowiedge” is as old as the Pit. 
We need to cultivate a more stubborn loy- 
alty to marriage vows in America. We need 
to make divorces more difficult to obtain. We 
need to teach men and women to yearn for 
heart purity. We need to erect family-al- 
tars. e need to purify the stream of life 
at the life-giving center, through prayer. 
We need to follow, as near as possible, the 
beautiful ideals manifested in the life of 
the Master, and His holy mother. We need 
to hold :the ideals high, for at best sinful 
men will fall below them. We need to strike 
this Monster, the product of Evolution, 
which is pressing itself against the portals 
of our most sacred human institution — the 
American home.

Since the charter was granted the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of 
Atheism by the state of New York, a syste- 
matic educational program has been con- 
ducted in every section of the Country for 
the avowed purpose of “atheizing” America. 
A portion of the Constitution of the above 
organization is as follows: : 

“Article 2. The object of the society is to abolish 
belief in God, together with all forms of religion 
based upon that belief. 

“In prosecuting its work, which shall be purely de- 
structive, the society shall hold public meetings and 
erect radio stations for the delivery and broadcasting 
of lectures, debates, and discussions on the subjects 
of science and religion ; publish and distribute scienti- 
fic and anti-religious literature; and conduct a gener- 
al propoganda in the United States and Canada 
against the church and the clergy. Specializing in 
mental reconstruction, the society shall contribute to 
the building of a better civilization by operating as a 
wrecking company, leaving to others the designing 
and establishing of the new order.’ ‘ f 

As a branch of the organization, a Junior 
Atheist League has been formed for “boys 
and girls from seven to seventeer.” The 
National Secretary of this group is a six- 
teen year’old girl. In the literature describ- 
ine the Junior League, we read: 

“Stress will be laid on forming branches in High 
Schools, as these will prepare students to serve as 
organizers of Damned Souls Societies during college 
years, and for effective work thereafter in combating 
the church. .... The gue will remove boys and 
girls from the evil influence of the clergy. It will en- 
courage them to protest against Bible reading and re- 
ligious worship in public schools. . . . The attainment 
of happir.ess in this world rather than eternal bliss 
in a world to come shall be taught the rising ywener- 
ation as the chief end of man. Dispelling the illu- 
sions of immortality, the League will free our sons 
and daughters from the fear of hell and the hope of 
heaven.” 

John Roach Straton, well known Baptist 
preacher of New York City, recently called 
the hand of the Association by having its 
President arrested for pestering him with 
atheistic literature. The Association said it 
was trying to convert Mr. Straton to athe- 
ism. The Magistrate said in passing on the 
ase, 

“I do not believe that they were sent with any in- 
nocent purposes, .I believe that Dr. Straton is a firm, 
unalterable believer in Christianity and that any at- 
tempt to move him in that belief is like trying to 
move the rock of Gibraltar.” 

The President was held over on $500.00 
bail “for annoying the pastor with ungodly 
literature.” 

One of the most popular atheistic organi- 
zations now functioning is “The Devil’s An- 
gels”, of Los Angeles. In Hawthorne, Cali- 
fornia, a large atheistic magazine is pub- 
lished by an 18 year old girl, one “Queen 
Silver.” It is an organ for “The Devil’s An- 
gels.” In a recert number. we read, 

“Los Angeles has a branch of 85 members. They 
call themselves “The Devil’s Angels”, and hold public 
lectures, followed by an open forum, every Friday 
evening. ... ‘The Devil’s Angels’ are also organizing 
a Junior atheistic group, and are about ready to start 
a Sunday school class along atheistic lines for young 
children. If you live in or near Los Angeles and

A recent evolutionist writer remarks that 
the “intelligence of young people” revolts 
against “the fundamentalist interpretation 
of the Bible”, and uses this to establish the 
truth of the evolutionary doctrine. What an 
argument! We are advised to reject the 
verdict of the greatest intellects of all times 
because “our youg people” untrained, unso- 
phisticated, ignorant amateurs, presume to 
scoff at “those mediaeval ideas”, held and 
advocated by Bible believers today. 

The evolutionists seem to have forsaken 
the sage and reliable wisdom of the elders, 
and in their extremity have turned for sup- 
port to the opinions of frivolous, unenlight- 
ened teen ase children. How have the 
mighty fallen! 

Another writer tells us that the insistence 
by the Fundamentalists on the veracity and 
accuracy of every jot and tittle of Scripture, 
is the reason why “many academically 
trained young people give up their religion, 
stay away from churches, and lose their 
faith in the existence of a personal God.” 

This statement directly accuses Jesus 
Christ either of credulous ignorance or de- 
liberate dishonesty. Christ made this claim 
for all Scripture and it would seem to be a 
monstrous thing to charge tre Son of God 
with the decline of spirituality everywhere 
prevalent in the world today. 

With boldness which would be amusing if 
it were not so tragic, these Pseudo-scientists 
arrogate to themselves a remarkable su- 
periority in culture and learning. To say 
the least, their demeanor is not one of humi- 
lity, and it might be wise for them to ob- 
serve the biblical injunction, “Be not wise 
in your own conceits,” and “let no man think 
more highly of himself than he ought to 
think.” 

Today it is almost necessary for a student 
in college and university, in order to enjoy 
any comfort in his scholastic career to wear 
a bedge on the lapel of the coat, “I am an 
Evolutionist.” It would appear that any 
student who was willing te subscribe to this 
dogmatic evolutionary creed instantly quali- 
fies for membership in the select circle of 
the intelligentsia. 

We are frequently reminded of the alleged 
objective methods of science and of the sub- 
jective methods of religion; as if Science 
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dealt only with tangible, proven fact, and 
religion with ephemeral, emotional fancies. 

This obviously false and absurd assump- 
tion of the evolutionist is usually supported 
by sweeping, ponderous, and grandiloquent 
generalization in regard to the “Irrefutable 
Mass” of evolutionary evidence. True, this 
evidence is not yet available, but the alluring 
hope is held before anxious and weary eyes 
that some day, somewhere, in the hidden 
profoundities of earth or sea, we shall dis- 
cover this storehouse of sorely needed proof. 
We have waited long — are waiting still — 
how long, O Lord, how long! 

Not only do these credulous advocates of 
the Darwinian theory presume to produce 
the body of man by this age long process of 
constant and infinitesimal change, but some 
of them attempt to account, in this way, for 
the soul of man. 

Evolution, assumed as fact, in some un- 
known way, developed instinct, which, they 
say, is identical in kind with human intelli- 
gence, but different in degree. As instinct 
dlevelops into intelligence, the latter produc- 
es social instincts, which bring in their train 
“social relations.” Then moral consciousness 
“emerges” (useful word!), and so we have 
morals. These are stated to be the outcome 
of an “expanding intelligence”, of “moral 
environment” (whatever that may be) and of 
spiritual discernment, when the spiritual 
side of man has been sufficiently unfolded 
(unfolded from what, we are not informed!). 

Thus, the evolutionary principle domin- 
ates all realms, physical, mental, moral and 
spiritual, by the gradual “emergence” of one 
from the other. The entire process is based 
on false and imaginary conceptions. 

Dr. Geo. Barry O’Toole, in his great work 
“A Case Against Evolution”, discusses in 
detail “The Origin of the Human Soul.” He 
analyzes the problem under five heads. (1) 
Matter and Spirit; (2) The Science of the 
Soul: (3) The Nature of the Human Soul; 
(4) Darwinian Anthropomorphism; and (5) 
The True Significance of Instinct. : 

He proves that the necessary assumptions 
of the evolutionists are mistaken and demol- 
ishes the materialistic claim by unanswer- 
able areument. He demonstrates the irre- 
concilable differences between instinct and 
intelligence. He defines instinct as, 

“A psycho-organic propensity, not acquired by 
education or experience, but congenital by inherit- 
ance and identical in all members of the same 
zoological species, having as its physical basis the 
specific nervous organization of the animal and 
as its psychic basis a teleological co-ordination of 
the cognitive, emotional, and motor functions, in 
virtue of which, given the proper physiological 
state of the organism and the presence of an ap- 
propriate environmental stimulus, an animal, 
without consciousness of purpose, is impelled to 
the inception, and regulated in the performance, 
of complicated behaviour, which is sensually grati- 
fying, and, under normal circumstances, simultan- 
eously beneficial to the individual, or the race.” 

His definition of Intelligence is equally 
clear cut: 

“In its proper and most general usage, intelligence 
denotes a cognoscitive power of abstraction and 
generalization, which by means of conceptual 
comparison, discovers the supersensible relation- 
ships existent between the realities conceived, in 
such wise as to apprehend substances beneath 
phenomena, causes behind effects, and remote ends 
beyond proximate means.” 


He shows that a proper interpretation of 
animal peculiarities indicates that “sense 
and not intelligence is the regulatory prin- 
ciple of instinct.” There is no ground what- 
ever for supposing the brute to possess su- 


per-organic powers of understanding, com- 
scientists claim that instinct and intelligence 
are of the same quality differing only in de- 
gree, they are in antagonism to the known 
facts of the case. 

Another persistent foible is insistence on 
the necessity of being a savant or specialist 
in chemistry, physics, biology or zoology, in 
order to have a clear comprehension of the 
methods, certainties, and limitations of the 
sciences. In other words, it is the duty of 
the lay mind, no matter how intelligent that 
may be, NOT to draw any conclusions of its 
own, but to accept without question the 
views promulgated by evolutionary scien- 
tists. 

We are quite willing to accord to the sci- 
entists considerable admiration for the ma- 
ny scientific facts they have uncovered and 
we are in a sense dependent upon these 
facts. But, we deny the right of the scien- 
tist to form our conclusions for us on any 
subject. A jury of twelve ordinary intelli- 
gent men and women will decide satisfac- 
torily the most technical questions when the 
— are fairly and adequately presented to 
them. 

We are willing to accept the facts of sci- 
ence uncovered by able and patient investi- 
gators in all realms, but we reserve the right 
to interpret the meaning of these facts. 

Many scientists are fond of using long 
words and phrases, and much technical ter- 
minology in order to convince the reader 
that the comprehension of the subject is 
quite beyond his mental capacity and there- 
—_ any independent judgment is impos- 
sible. 

As O’Toole says: “Science is much subject 
to the viscissitudes of fashion, and is influ- 
enced by the ebb and flow of intellectual 
currents, impelling a certain kind of influ- 
ence which dogmatically accepts or rejects 
a particular theory.” The modern intellec- 
tual current bears the stamp of uniformity 
and negation. The moral emasculatioh which 
characterizes this twentieth century error 
induces a temper to which the miraculous 
is repugnant. It is the correct thine to deny 
all that our fathers believed, and, at any 
price, to welcome innovation! 

It would be well forethe evolutionist oc- 
casionally to remember that the live fish 
swim against the stream, while the dead 
ones drift with the current. To bel’eve what 
the majority believes is not necessarily to 
be right... Majorities have more often been 
wrong than right. The majority instituted 
slavery. Maiorities have set up innumer- 
able gibbets throughout the world’s history. 
Majorities have burned thousands of mar- 
tvrs at the stake. The majority crucified 
Jesus Christ. So we refuse to be governed 
by majority on this question, ard will not 
surrender our intellect to the control of any 
group of individuals. Why should we allow 
our brains to be occupied with other men’s 
con*lusions ? 

The Fundamentalist is constantly charged 
with ingrained and unreasoning antipathy to 
science. Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Those who make this accusation con- 
fuse fact with elucidation of facts, and evi- 
dence with its interpretation. Of course, the 
ove cannot be substituted for the other. The 
history of Galileo is frequently cited as an 
instance of the narrowness and ignorance of

The supercilious evolutionist apparently 
believes that all those who reject their pop- 
ular theory are held in the bonds of abysmal 
ignorance.

“The Gist of the Bible” contains an analysis of each book in the 
Bible. It is a valuable work because of its simple, compact presen- 
tation of the message of the 66 volumes in the Divine Library. We 
recémmend this book to all Bible students because it is suggestive 
and orthodox. 


“The Two Kingdoms,” By, A. E. Janzen, Published 
by. The Author, Hillsboro, Kansas. 75 cents. 


Dr. Janzen is professor of economics, Tabor College. The title 
of this book does not convey its contents. It is a series of Bible 
studies in Prophecy. The author is thoroughly sound. He hoids the 
views generally accepted by pre-millennialists. 

The character and deeds of the Antichrist are discussed. The 
Rapture is described. The Return of the Jews is predicted. The 
Last Judgment is explained. 


“How Long to the End?” By, Philip Mauro, Published 
by, Hamilton Brothers, 120 Tremont St., Boston. 35 
cents. 

This book is devoted largely to an attack on the doctrines which 
have long been accepted by pre-millennialists with reference to the 
events that enter into the age-end. We hold Mr. Mauro in high es- 
teem and value most of his other books, particularly “Evolution at 
the Bar”, but this work, in our opinion, does violence to many plain 
prophetic truths. 

He is certain that the Jews will NOT return to Palestine and be 
officially declared a nation. He says, “Zionism is a fizzle.” There 
will be no “Great Tribulation’ before the second advent. The Tri- 
bulation described in Matthew 24 took place at the time of the de- 
struction of Jerusalem in A. D. 66. The idea of the Lord catching 
away His saints (I Thess. 4:17) before His return to the earth- 
plane is rejected because the author “cannot find a scrap of evi- 
dence to support it in the Scriptures.”” “The Scofield Reference 
Bible” is a dangerous work of “strange doctrines’? and is compar 
with the writings of Mrs. Eddy. Such statements are to be regret- 
ted. There is an unpleasant dogmatism running through the en- 
tire book. 

However, Mr. Mauro is a profound student. His writings reveal 
deep study. There is much good material in “How Long to the 
End?” and we recc 1 that prophetic students inform them- 
selves concerning his views, though much of it will be rejected by 
students of standing equal to that of the author. 


“The Gospel in its Native Land”, By, Annie MacDon- 
ald, Published by, The Author, 410 Tacoma Bldg., Chi- 
cago. $1.25. 

This is a descrivtion of the author’s tour of Palestine. The book 
is replete with pictures taken during her travels. It is highly in- 
structive and illuminating: of particular value to persons not for- 
tunate enough to tour the Holy Land. 





“The Life of William Jennings Bryan,” By, John Her- 
— Order From The Defender Publishers, Wichita. 
2.75. 


This book contains 424 pages. Because the principles for which 
Mr. Bryan fought and stood are universal and _ will endure while 
time lasts, interest in his speeches and ts survive his 
departure. The present reviewer has received much inspiration 
from this book. He has enjoyed also, the large number of pictures 
of the Great Commoner. It is difficult to realize that so many ac- 
complishments could have been packed into one short life. 

All sides of Bryan’s life are described. He is seen as Reformer, 
Lawyer, Lover, “Boy Orator of the Platte,” Congressman, Dry 
Crusader, Lecturer, Presidential Candidate, Farmer, Commoner, 
Secretary of State, Patriot, Idealist, Seer and Defender of the Faith. 
Many of his addresses are printed, including, “The Cross of Gold” 
and “The Prince of Peace.” 

Details of his principal battles, presidential campaigns and world 
tour are described. Touching incidents revealing the inner nature 
of tlte man are related. The facts relating to his famous Peace 
Treaties negotiated with thirty nations, while Secretary of State, 
are most interesting. The “Why” of his break with President Wil- 
son is told. His final effort to convert Wilson to his views con- 
cerning war, is described. Failing in this, his only alternative was 
to resign. The sorrow that came to both men over this break is 
touching. 

Defender readers will appreciate the careful description of the 
Tennessee battle. The comprehensive statement of the testimony 
introduced at the trial is of great value. This authentic report is 
quite unlike the garbled press statements which were circulated at 
the time. One realizes after reading the testimony that the Scope’s 
trial was not a farce; it was one of the greatest legal battles of 
history. There never was a time during the entire fray but what 
Bryan was complete master. The actual testimony, taken down by 
a stenographer, shows that even when Darrow put Bryan on the 
witness stand and hurled his ratid-fire questions at him, the Great 
Defender was never wanting for answers.

stamped in gold) that has ever been received by The Defender for 
review. Your editor is enthused over this truly great book, and 
hopes for it a wide circulation. A converted Jewish Rabbi is 
quoted as saying, “It is worth its weight in gold.” All through it, 
will be found Greek characters from which the original New Tes- 
tament writings were translated. This throws new light upon ma- 
ny obscure 5 

Concerning the title of the book, the author says, “If the title 
seems a bit startling, the conditions that called it forth are no less 
so; for they render it impossible to mince matters, and the cour- 
ageous attitude is to face things as they are. There has accordingly 
been no dodging either in the title or the text.” 

“The Case Stated” is the subject of the opening chapter. Here, a 
comprehensive statement is given, showing how impossible it is to 
harmonize Christianity and Modernism. We read, “Either Christ 
was born of a virgin or he was not. . . If, however, he was not so 
born, he must have been what the Jews have always said that he 
was and what they still call him — ‘Jesus, the Bastard’.” 

Next in order comes a discussion of “The Trinity’’ which covers 
two chapters. ‘There are those”, we are told, “who find it im- 
possible to understand how there can be a Father, a Son, and a 
Holy Ghost, while at the same time there is only one divine being. 
Mohammed had the same difficulty, and he met it by teaching that 
God is one. Christ being merely a prophet. In other words, he 
cut the knot which he could not untie. That is what modern Uni- 
tarianism does.”’ 

Chapters 4 and 5, (‘‘The Relationship of Joseph to Jesus’’ and 
“The Two Genealogies’) cannot be satisfactorily covered by a brief 
review. They deal at length with original Greek texts and must 
be studied. 

The next Chapters on, ‘‘The Source of Christ’s Power” and “An 
Argument from Anology”, shows that such a miraculous life as Je- 
sus lived would have to be accompanied with a miraculous birth. 
Herein, pastors will find much valuable material for sermonizing. 

Chapter 8, “Old Testament Considerations’ is a remarkable de- 
fense. It deals with prophetic truth, Other chapter titles are, 
“The Personality of Jesus” and ‘“‘Christ’s Estimate of Himself.” 
Another chapter is devoted to the mystery of the Atonement under 
the heading, ‘“‘The Meaning of the Cross.” 

This book should be used in every evangelical school of theology 
in America. The author uses a sledge-hammer pen and takes an 
uncompromising stand. Doubtless, he has worked a long time on 
this book. (It may be ordered from the Publishers — or, from The 
Defender Publishers, Wichita.)
